COLONY FOR LEPERS 
_ ON SAN CLEMENTE? 


HE establishment of a colony on 
San Clemente Island for the care 
of all the lepers in the country, 
the project to be under Federal direc- 
tion. is a departure recommended 
yesterday by County Health Officer 
Sawyer, who has communicated with 
Dr. 8S. D. Brooks of the United States 
Public Health Service with a view 
of putting the plan through. 

, Bawyer believes that this will 
simply prepare for emergencies that 
may have to be met when the com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal brings 
a horde of immigrants from Burope 
and to Southern California 
shores. He is not an alarmist and 
sees no danger in the presence of such 
a colony close to the city. 

Four cases of leprosy have been 
treated at the County Hospitai during 
the past year. One of the patients is 
dead, according ‘to the last report of 
City Health Commissioner Powers. 
Sawyer believes that there are thirty 
lepers in California and that the 
number on.the mainiand in the United 
States Is about 180. He says there 
is no cause for alarm in these figures, 
because they are not unusual. 

“The project is both humanitarian 
and utilitarian,” said he yesterday. 
“Persons affiicted with leprosy should 
not be isolated, where the terrors of 
loneliness are added to those of the 
disease. A leper in the State of Wash- 
ington, for example, has a single 
keeper, and both must avold every 
living being. We want a national 
home, like those In the Philippines 
and on the island of Molokai. in
